To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Blaenavon  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Miss  Lewis  & Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  public 
health  of  your  district  for  the  year  1953.  This  report 
has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  Articles  6(3)  and 
17(5)  of  the  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London) 

Regulations,  1935,  and  as  directed  in  circular  l/54(Wales) 
dated  12th  January,  1954,  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health. 

General  Comment. 

The  Annual  Report  for  1953  shows  that  the  district 
was  not  affected  with  any  outbreak  of  the  notifiable 
diseases,  except  for  a small  increase  in  the  incidence 
of  measles.  For  the  fourth  successive  year  there  has 
been  no  notification  of  diphtheria  which  can  be  in 
large  measure  attributed  to  the  continued  response  to 
immunisation.  For  the  fourth  successive  year  also  the 
district  has  remained  free  from  acute  poliomyelitis. 

The  tuberculosis  death  rate  has  continued  to  fall  but 
the  number  of  notifications  of  new  cases  has  remained  nearly 
static  for  the  last  four  years.  This  is  not,  of  course, 
peculiar  to  the  Blaenavon  Urban  District. 

For  the  first  time  in  three  years  the  births  have 
exceeded  the  deaths  by  a small  margin.  The  estimated 
population  for  the  year  continues  to  show  a decrease 
over  previous  years. 

The  replacement  of  many  old  and  insanitary 
dwellings  and  the  provision  of  an  adequate  and  satis- 
factory water  supply  still  remain  Blaenavon Ts  major 
problems  from  a public  health  aspect.

The  live  births  assigned  to  the  district  for  1953  numbered 
137,  comprised  of  68  males  and  69  females.  There  were  7 (3 
males  and  4 females)  illegitimate  births.  The  live  births  for 
1954  showed  an  increase  over  1952  of  8.  During  the  years  1951 
and  1952  the  births  did  not  replace  those  dying  during  the 
year.  However,  during  1953  the  births  have  exceeded 
the  deaths  by  8,  which  figure  is  the  natural  increase  for  .the 
year. 


There  were  2 (l  male  and  1 female)  stillbirths,  both  of 
legitimate  birth,  during  the  year. 

The  stillbirth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (per  1,000 
population)  for  1953  was  0.35,  while  that  for  the  Administrative 
County  of  Monmouthshire  was  0.47  and  that  for  the  Blaenavon 
Urban  District  was  0.21. 

Comparative  birth  rates,  etc.,  are  shown  on  table  X. 

The  local  birth  rate  for  this  district  can  be  compared 
with  that  for  England  and  Wales  if  the  local  rate  is  first 
multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor  for  births  given  by 
the  General  Register  Office,  which  is  1.10.

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  district  for  1953  numbered  129, 
comprised  of  71  males  and  58  females.  There  was  a decrease  of 
8 in  the  number  of  deaths  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

Table  V shows  how  the  129  deaths  were  allocated  to  the 
various  causes. 

Once  again  there  was  no  maternal  death  due  to  pregnancy, 
childbirth  or  abortion.  The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  the 
Administrative  County  of  Monmouthshire  was  1.09  per  1,000 
births  (live  and  still). 

There  was  only  one  death  due  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
(a  male  aged  40  years)  and  none  allocated  to  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  Deaths  due  to  tuberculosis  were  0.78%  of  the 
total  deaths  for  the  year. 

There  were  25  deaths  ( 16  males  and  9 females)  due  to  all 
forms  of  cancer,  and  representing  19.38%  of  the  total  deaths 
for  the  year.  There  were  4 deaths  (all  males)  assigned  to 
cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchi,  or  3.1%  of  the  total  deaths 
for  the  year. 

The  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  accounted 
for  59  deaths  (31  males  and  28  females),  or  45.74%  of  the 
total  deaths. 

There  were  no  deaths  assigned  to  influenza. 

lour  deaths  (all  females)  were  allocated  to  pneumonia. 

Eleven  deaths  (7  males  and  4 females)  were  assigned  to 
bronchitis . 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  motor  vehicle  accidents. 

All  other  accidents  caused  2 deaths  - both  males. 

There  were  2 suicides  (one  male  and  one  female). 

The  total  death  rate  may  be  compared  with  that  for 
England  and  Wales  by  multiplying  the  local  rate  with  the 
comparability  factor  given  by  the  General  Register  Office, 
which  is  1.03.

For  the  fourth  consecutive  year  there  was  no 
notification  of  this  disease.  The  last  notification 
was  in  1949  and  there  had  been  none  for  two  years 
previously. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  available 
through  the  family  doctors  or  through  the  local  infant 
welfare  clinic.  Reinforcing  doses  are  available  at 
the  schools  for  new  entrants,  and  primary  immunisation 
is  offered  if  children  have  not  already  been  so 
protected  in  infancy.

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Food  Poisoning;. 

There  were  2 notifications  (both  males)  of  food 
poisoning  during  the  year.  These  were  two  of  a 
number  of  pupils  from  the  district  who  were  invloved 
in  a food  poisoning  incident  in  a common  canteen 
serving  the  Abersychan  Grammar  and  Technical  Schools 
in  the  Pontypool  Urban  District.  Expeditious 
investigation  involving  the  more  recent  advances 
in  the  bacteriophage  typing  of  organisms  led  to  the 
discovery  of  the  most  likely  source  of  infection  in 
this  outbreak.  The  offending  item  of  dietary  was  a 
bacon  brawn  consumod  for  lunch  and  the  infecting 
organism  was  a coagulase-positive  staphylococcus 
aureus. 


No  notifications  were  received  for  diphtheria, 
scarlet  fever,  puerperal  pyrexia,  meningococcal 
infections,  typhoid,  paratyphoid,  dysentery, 
ophthalmia  neonatorum,  acute  encephalitis, 
poliomyelitis  or  smallpox.

Tuberculosis . 


The  Blaenavon  Urban  District  is  served  by  the 
Chest  Clinic  at  the  Park  Buildings,  Pontypool,  where 
a whole --day  clinic  is  held  every  Tuesday  and  Thursday. 

New  cases  and  old  patients  are  usually  seen  at  the 
Tuesday  clinic  and  contacts  at  the  Thursday  clinic. 

There  were  8 new  cases  (2  males  and  6 females) 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year  and 
2 cases  (l  male  and  1 female)  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  All  new  cases  were  visited  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  a full  environmental 
report  was  submitted  to  the  Chest  Physician  and  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  each  case. 
Arrangements  were  made  for  the  attendance  of  all 
household  contacts  at  the  chest  clinic  for  skin 
testing  and  xray  as  necessary.  The  attendance  of 
the  household  contacts  was  very  good. 

Disinfection  in  the  home  was  carried  out  as 
required  and  a supply  of  disinfectant  was  available 
as  required  in  certain  cases  from  the  Council’s 
public  health  department. 

The  facility  for  skin  testing  of  all  children 
attending  the  infant  welfare  clinic  continued  to  be 
available  and  full  advantage  is  being  taken  of  this 
service  by  parents.  This  is  a valuable  aid  to  case 
finding  and  it  is  pleasing  to  find  so  few  children 
under  the  age  of  5 years  who  are  positive  reactors. 

It  was  not  possible  to  arrange  a further 
mass  radiography  survey  of  the  general  population 
during  the  year  but  experience  gained  from  the 
previous  two  surveys  indicated  a certain  lack  of 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  public  as  reflected  in 
the  number  of  attendances.  It  would  appear  that  a 
30%  response  is  the  best  that  can  be  expected  here 
for  a general  population  survey  and  this  response  is 
much  too  low  to  gain  even  a few  of  the  advantages  of 
a visit  from  a mobile  mass  radiography  unit.  It  is 
amongst  those  who  do  not  attend  for  one  reason  and 
another  that  the  possible  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
lie,  and  it  is  obvious  that  xraying  only  1 in  3 or 
less  is  only  scratching  on  the  surface  of  the  problem 
of  case  finding  and  the  ultimate  eradication  of 
tuberculosis.

Meat. 

There  is  no  slaughterhouse  in  use  in  the  district  and 
the  supply  of  fresh  hutohers’  meat  comes  from  an  abattoir 
in  a neighbouring  district  where  there  is  a full-time 
meat  inspector  employed  jointly  by  this  Authority  and 
two  others  to  attend  to  the  inspection  of  meat.  This 
Authority’s  sanitary  inspector  is  a qualified  inspector 
of  meat  and  does  his  turn  of  duty  at  the  above  abattoir 
when  the  regular  inspector  is  on  holiday  or  absent 
through  sickness. 

The  frozen  meat  and  bacon  supplies  are  supervised 
at  the  retailers’  shops  in  the  district. 

Ice-cream. 

There  is  only  one  manufacturer  of  ice  cream  in  the 
district  and  the  main  supply  comes  from  those  firms 
who  have  a nation-wide  interest  in  this  trade. 

Twelve  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  during  the  year  and  all  fell 
in  either  Provisional  Grade  I or  Grade  II,  which  is 
very  satisfactory. 


Milk. 

There  are  no  pasteurising  plants  in  the  district  and 
all  supplies  of  heat  treated  milk  are  imported  from  other 
areas. 

Samples  of  milk  numbering  43  (18  pasteurised,  10 
tuberculin  tested  pasteurised,  3 sterilised  and  IP- 
ungraded)  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Newport,  for  examination  and,  with  few  exceptions,  were 
reported  on  as  satisfactory. 

There  are  two  dairies  registered  under  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949  in  the  district. 

Food  shons  - inspections. 

During  the  year  repeated  inspections  have  been 
carried  out  on  all  the  food  premises  in  the  district 
to  ensure  that  Section  13  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  /,-ct,1938 
and  the  Food  Byelaws  are  being  observed.  So  that  the 
occupants  of  such  premises  might  be  reminded  of  their 
obligations  in  this  respect  copies  of  these  requirements 

/were  again  sent 
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were  again  sent  to  every  food  trader  in  the  district  with 
an  explanatory  letter.  In  addition,  a personal  letter 
was  sent  to  all  food  handlers  employed  in  food  shops  in 
the  district  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  pointing 
out  the  important  position  of  responsibility  they  held 
in  the  community  in  the  matter  of  maintaining  a cle^n 
supply  of  food  to  the  public.  In  conjunction  with  this 
personal  letter  to  each  food  handler  was  sent  a printed 
leaflet  issued  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health 
Education  entitled,  "the  customer's  health  is  in  your 
hands. ”
